Conversation on Baptism.

C0NT1NUE0 FROM Nu"MBER27tH OF THE EVANGELIST. 

D. Good morning brother Paul. This is brother 
Harry of whom I spoke when brother Thomas and 
I were here the other week. I thought we would 
call on you this morning and finish that talk on 
thti subject of baptism. Brother Harry thinks be 
can convince you in a short time that you are in error 
on that subject. 

H. Yes, brother Paul, I do think that a man of 
your reputed ability ought not to be so badly mis- 
taken on one of the principal points of doctrine. I 
could :igree with you on nearly everything else, 
and 1 cannot see why you should be so wonderfully 
mistaken ir» one of the plainest, most prominent 
subjects in ail the New Testament. 

P. Why do you think me mistaken, don't you 
believe in baptism? 

H. Oh yes, but only one, not three. Paul (I 
mean the Apostle Paul, not you) says, "one Lord, 
one faith, one baptism." 

P. Well, that is all we practice. We only bap- 
tise a person once. 

H. Well, then I was wrongly informed. I was 
told that you dipped those folks over at Bock 
Creek three times the other week. 

D. That is the way I represented it to brother 
Harry. That is what I call it, three dips h or three 
baptisms. 

H. I cannot see what else you would call it. The 
fact it that brother Paul did dip each person three 
times. I have heard that a number of times. A 
number of good people have told me that he did,' 
and if that isn't three baptisms I don't know what 
is. 

P. You men certainly do not mean to say that 
'"one baptism" means one dip. 

D. and H. Speaking together. Certainly, what 
else can it mean ? 

P. Well now I am more surprised atjyou than 
ever. Men who claim to be teachers and do not 
know the difference between dip and dipping, or 
baptize and baptism. Paul says, Eph. 4 : 5, one 
Lord, one faith and one baptism, i. e. one dipping. 
Although Paul is here mainly apeak ing of the 
ordinance of baptism, which is only one ordinance, 


he employs the term "baptism" which carries with 
it the idea of plurality. The original term U 
baptism^ which means "dipping." The German 
translation haa it taufa "dipping.' 1 To suit your 
notions, Paul should have said, one Lord, one 
faith, one "baptise." This would be equivalent to 
saying one Lord, one faith, one "dip." This is the 
very awkward unscriptural, unreasonable position 
that your "one dip" theory places you in. If "bap- 
tize" means to dip, which you say it does, then 
what doee "baptism" mean* but "dipping," which 
can only be accomplished by repeated actions, 

D. Well, but see here, don't fly away with 
your "dipping" until we consider the burial of 
Christ, you can't have it all your way sir. 

11. No, I think you will have several things to 
think of before you will get through with the 
burial. I would like to see how you are going to 
get three burials out of one burial. Was Christ 
buried f^hree times ? 

D. Yes, sure enough, and do you think He was 
plunged three times on His face f 

P. Well, just wait until I get through with the 
meaning of the word "baptism" then we will talk 
on the burial. See here, do you believe that John 
the Baptist baptised Jerusalem, and all Judea 
and all the regions round about Jordan V I know 
you believe that, you can't help it But now an- 
other question. Do you believe that he dipped 
the entire number comprehended in the declaration 
by one dip, i. e. by one baptize ? 
D. I believe he did it by one baptism.** 
H. Yes, so do I. I don't believe that he dipped 
them three times. 

P. Well, do you believe that the word "baptism" 
can be applied to one person with as much force, 
i. e. the same meaning as it can to hundreds ? 
D. and H. We do. 

P. In the 21st chapter of Matt. 35 verse, Christ 
speaks of the "baptism" of John. Now if the 
word "baptism" here mentioned ireans "dipping" 
and it was only "dipping" when John bad dipped 
the multitudes in Jordan and Enon el a, then you 
are forced to admit, as you have already virtually 
done, that the "one baptism" of Paul, Eph. 4 s 6, 
whether applied to one, or & thousand means dip- 
ping, not dip, and my position is sustained by the 
Scriptures, and now take notice wherever you find 
the word "baptism" in the Bible it means "dip- 
ping" whether applied to one or a thousand persons, 
and your boasted claims of "one baptism" interpret- 
ed "one action" or "one dip'* falls to the ground. 

H. Not yet, if you are going to have baptism to 
mean dipping how are you going to reconcile 
Christ's baptism spoken of in the 20th of Matthew ? 
How would that sound to substitute the word "dipp- 
ing" for "baptism ?" 

P. Well, we will try it, and see if it makes good 
sense, and if it does you must admit if to be cor- 
rect, and here I will make the quotation, "are ye 
able to drink of the cup that I shall drink of and 
to be dipped with the dipping that I am dipped 
with ?" It is generally conceded that where a word 
is substituted for another, if it always makes good 
sense it is correct, and I have substituted the word 
"dipping" for "baptism" and you see it makes 
sense every time. But now I will try your theory, 
and substitute "dip" for "baptism" and see how it 
will Bound. "Are you abfe to drink of the cup that 
I shall drink of and to be "dipped" with the "dip" 
that I am "dipped with ?" Dosn't this sound a 
little like nonsense ? Substitute the word "dipp- 
ing" for "baptism" anywhere in the Scriptures 
and it always makes good sense. And now just 
read, "one Lord, one faith and one dipping" and 
you have good sense. And now, how do you see 
anything so ridiculous about my position? 

D. Well, I admit you can make it look pretty 
nice that way, but I am still of the opinion that 
one baptism is enough. 

H. Yes, so am I. I can't see why one needs to 
be baptized three times. I believe my father was 
a Christian and went to heaven, and he wasn't 
dipped three times. 

P. My dear sirs, we are not debating the ques- 
tion as to who was a Christian and went to heaven, 
but what constitutes Christian baptism, and I have 
proven that baptism meanB "dipping," and if it 
means dipping, you must admit that it would be 


"dipping" to dip repeatedly, and that Paul's "one 
baptism" means one dipping, not one; "dip." 

T>. Well, you have got away with the one bap- 
tism pretty well, now I would like to bear you on 
the "burial." 

H. Yes, so would I. I want to see how you will 
dispose of that. You don't believe that Christ was 
buried repeatedly do you ? 

F, I think there were several actions performed 
to accomplish the work. But why are you both so 
anxious about His burial ? The burial has already 
been proven, a person is always buried when he is 
dipped or baptized. 

D. O yes, but baptism is to represent the death 
burial and resurrection of Christ, and I would 
like to see how you are going to represent His 
burial by your repeated actions. 

H. That's wbat I wsuld like to see. That is 
just what I have been waiting for. 

P. Well if there was such a passage of Scripture 
in the Bible we might talk about it But to "talk 
about men's opinions is useless. 

I), and H. No such Scripture in the Bible ! We 
will find it for you. Have you got a Bible I 

P. Certainly I have. Here it is. But I am 
not ready to consider the burial yet I want to 
dispose of the meaning ot the word baptism first 
You have admitted that John's "baptism" was per- 
formed by many actions in the event of baptizing 
"Jerusalem and all Judea and all the regions round 
about Jordan," and the same word "baptism," is 
employed to express this one great work done by 
many actions that we have to express the work 
done in the case of one person. The word is "bap- 
tism" in either case, i. e. whether applied to many 
individuals or a single person. And the same holds 
good if you substitute either of these words, viz,, 
immerse, im merge, plunge, dip, bury, sink, over- 
whelm, wash, submerge, or any other word give 
by lexicographers as a definition of the baptizo. 
Just try it Take for instance the word "plunge," 
and substitute it for the word "baptism," and we 
will turn to Matt 20: 22 and see whether or not 
it will make sense. Hear Jesus : Are you able to 
drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and to be 
plunged with the plunging that I am plunged with. 
This you see makes good sense, for He was plung- 
ed with a plunging, not a plunge, into His suffer- 
ings. Now you see, that wherever baptism or any 
of its synonyms are used interchangeably it always 

makes sense, and invariably carries with it the 
idea of plurality.

Paul writing to Timothy says : "We brought 
nothing into the world, and it is certain we can 
carry nothing out ; and having food and raiment, 
let us therewith be content. But they that will be 
rich fall into temptation and a snare, and into 
many foolish and hurtful lusts which drown men in 
destruction and tradition, for the love of money is 
the root of all evil. Which, while some coveted 
after they have erred from the faith and pierced 
themselves through with many sorrows." When 
we look back into the history, and see what has 
been done, it is plain that Paul knew what cov- 
etousness leads to. The sin of our first parents 
was in yielding to the desire to obtain that which 
God had withheld from them. They put forth 
their hand and took and ate to their own downfall. 
Man fell from that favor of God he enjoyed before. 
When God chose a people for bis own and sends 
them a law from bis own hand, from Sini, be says, 
"Tbou shall not covet thy neighbors house, thou 
shalt not covet thy neighbors wife, nor bis man 
servant, nor hie maid servant, nor his ox, nor his 
ass, nor anything that is thy neighbors." Man fell, 
but God still follows him to try whether he will 
obey him. He gave him the Levitical law and 
priests and prophets to teach and lead them ; he 
gave to Solomon the honor of building him a house 
where God would place his name, ' which was 
sacred above all others on the earth. After this the 
offerings of sacrifice were offered to God, but so 
covetous had the people become that when Jesus 
came, he finds it turned into a kind of market in- 
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
